vestigation by our physicians. It has
already resulted in the death of one vie-
tim, and geveral more nre in a dunger-
ous condition. The unfortunate sufferers
are a family by the name of Martens.
For several weeks past they have at dif-
ferent times eaten of pork, either made
into sausages or cooked in the nsual
munner, which was to all appearances in
good condition, and there was ne in-
dieation of discnse of ahy kind. A fow
duys ngo the entire family, consisting of
Charles Maitens, his brother Ernst, wile
and two children, were seized with
symptoms that baffled at first all at-
tempts at disccvering their charaoter;
but nu examination of the pork partaken
of proved conclusively the presence of
countless trichinze in an encysted state.
In spite of all that was done to relieve
him, Charles Martens died Monday
night.  Miss Martens isin a very erit-
ical condition, and there is but little
hope of her recovery.  Qae of the vhil-
dren may recover, but the only member
of the family out of danger is the broth-
er, Krnst Martens, who ate but little of
the affected meat. A microscopic examn-
nativn wade of a picce cut from the mus-
cle of the nrm of the deceased, with an
instrument having &« magnifying capacity
of four hundred times, revealed the
presence of a number of trichinm, some
of them still alive and active, but soon
dying on exposure to the air, Their
average length was one-cighteenth of
an ineh, I heir color was a light drab,
marked “witn shades of'a durker color.
